Everyone knows, of course, the 
marvellous career of the late Harry 
Jacob, than whom there never lived 
abetter all round exponent of the 
game ol draughts. 'Though totally- 
deaf, this doughty player defeated 
at one time or other, all the best 
men in the country, and In 
champion of England in 
is perhaps not surprising that the 
deaf should excel in draughts and 
chess, as such a player is free from 
those little distractions and annoy- 
ances which the hearing player has 

to face Let the spectators chatter 

ever no noisily, he is quite oblivi- 
ous of the fact. His taut mind is 
set firmly on the problems before 
him , he is possessed ot such a ter- 
rible capacity for concent 
that his opponent must be clever 
indeed lo accomplish his overthrow. 
We have had the pleasure of 
ng many deaf players across 
the board, and recall many amusing 
experiences in connection with 001 
friendly encounters.
